The examiner acknowledges this application as a 371 of PCT/JP03/02410 filed 03/03 and 
which claims benefit for JP reference 2002-57943 filed 03/04/02. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2 ) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published nuclei' Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 25-48 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Bandyopadhyay et 
al. (US 20020128267). 

Bandyopadhyay discloses a liquid composition (paragraphs [0421], [0422], [0431], 
[0433]) comprising prostaglandins or metronidazole (paragraphs [0504], [0514]) meeting claims 
38-42 and 48 for the metronidazole and claims 44-46 for the prostaglandin; comprises alginate, 
pectin and gellan gum (paragraph [0045]) meeting claims 30-36, and calcium phosphate 
(paragraph [0533]} meeting claims 28 and 29. Claims 26, 27 and 37, 43 and 47 recite the 
properties of the composition. Thus the composition meets claim 25 and the break stress is a 
property of the composition. 

No claim is allowed.
